I have given considerable thought to your request dated 
July 7, 1955 , for information concerning ohe estimated cost to 
the Central Intelligence Agency of the (security processing of 
personnel pursuant to executive Order 10450, and feel that as an 
aid to your Committee 1 cam provide you with certain information 
which would be consistent with tay responsibility as *&reetor of 
Central Intelligence* 

In this connection I would like to first point out that the 
issuance of Executive Order 10450 necessitated mo additional 
cost to this since we have always required investigations 

and appraisals of applicants and ee^sloymes under our own security 
standards and procedures which are at least eoid-vslcnt to tsioee 
established by Fxeeutlve t r-'or 11450. 

Insofar as adainistretive, adjudicative, and. investigative 
expenses are concerned, it costs approxinately $117,25 to process 
an average employee ease rursmmnt to ^boeeutive Order 10450. Cases 
of non-govcmaental esjployees are investigated, for approximately 
$140.12 for individuals requiring fop Secret clearance and 
#15.58 for those requiring lam than Top Secret clearance. 

External investigative costs of this Agency were limits 
during Fiscal Year 1955 to roladnirsesimts to t?>e Civil Service 
Commission at an, average coot .or cose of 3239*38 for certain 

investigations conducted by thorn. These investigations were 
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.limited to eases where tine mi security permitted and involved 
only Investigations of char mi guard force personnel, employed by 
the General Cervices Vhainistr ition aafl assigned to buildings 
occupied by the Central Intelligence Agency, 

VI th respect to oost® attributable to tho military, 1 jould 
like to advise that this category is not applicable to tfcir \ -oncy 
sine® we have no .military -Hrrraatmel assigned to the security 

program, 

The only other expense incurred in connection ,1th the r»ro- 
ceeeing of eases pursuant to Executive Or der 10450 which you sight 
oonsider applicable is ’ ho cost of the operation of the polygraph 
program tMek is applied cec a restrictive basis In the Ager ey due 
to the particular sensitivity of our op urations. However, since 
at your request you have been briefed concerning our polygraph 
program and since I do not oonsider th® us® of the polygraph •>* 
being a requirsttent of Executive Order 10450, I m not including 
information concerning it n& being partdnrnt to your inquiry.
